John O'Neill, Bride street, Dublin, has 
taken an appeal from the verdict of a jury 
and judgment in favour of the Dublin United 
Tramways Co., Ltd., in his action for 
damages for injuries received when he was 
struck by a “bus while he was working on ' 
road construction for Dublin Corporation at 
South Great George’s street on May 27 last. 
A new trial is sought in another road acci- 
dent, in which a cyclist is involved. 

An appeal has n brought by Reginald 
H. Penley, solicitor, Dursley, and William H. 
Browne, Went House, Uley, Gloucestershire, 
from a judgment of the High Court dis- 
missing their petition for declarations that 
securities and investments situated outside 
Eire, but representing the proceeds of the 
sale of lands in Eire. were not liable to estate 
duty in Eire; and that the Revenue Commis- 
sioners were wrong in deciding that they 
would have been liable to succession duty in 
the Irish Free State or Eire (had those States 
then existed) under the Jaw in force before 
the passing of the Finance Act, 1894.

IN HIGH COURT 


In the High Court there are many actions. 
the Chancery side having some that are 
likely, to occupy more ‘than a day. One of 
the most interesting is the action of Captain 
Joseph Curran, whose address was given as 
the Magazine Fort, J’henix Park, Dublin. 
against the Attorney-General, seeking a 
declaration that the (iovernment are not en- 
titled, by virtue of a document served on him 
on oe, 29 last, to advise the President 
to dismiss him from his position as an officer 
of the Defence Forces. under Section 7 of the 
agg Forces Act, 1937; and other declara- 
ions. 

During the hearing of a motion in the 
High Court last June it was stated by coun- 
sel for the Attorney-General that the action 
to some extent was a sequel to the raid on 
the Magazine Fort the previous Christmas. 
there. is the action of the Federation of 
Irish Rail and Road Workers, Dublin, against 
the Great Southern Railways Co. ‘The High 
Court, last November, gave the Federation 
liberty to add the National Wnion of Rail- 
waymen, the Associated Society of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen, the Railway 
Clerks’ Association, and the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce us defendants in the 
action, which secks declarations in regard to 
+ eda ny for the regulation of conditions 
of service of employés of the company. 

In another action a Dublin company seeks 
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damages — a trade union official for 
alleged publication of statements which, they 
say, are likely to damage them in their 
business; and a declaration against a trade 
union that they are members of it. 

An action has been brought about the 
alleged diversion of water in County Cavan, 
and another about alleged damage to property 
by matter from a factory. There are two 
actions relating to the shares of companies, 
partnership actions, summonses asking for 
specific performance of contracts, declarations 
of various kinds, and injunctions. 

There are two cases on notice; three cases 
stated; one Revenue petition; and one Revenue 
case stated. 

One of the cases on notice is to make 
absolute a conditional order of habeas corpus 
for the production by a mother of her three- 
year-old child, whose custody the father, her 
husband, seeks. 

The other is to make absolute a conditional 
order of mandamus requiring one of the 
Dublin Justices ta state a case setting forth 
the grounds of his determination of two civil 
processes for two sums claimed as arrears of 
income tax. 


RAILWAY VALUATIONS 


Two of tle cases stated arise out of valua- 
tion appeals by the Great Southern Railways 
Co. oad by tbe Great Northern Railway Co., 
and raise issues under the Railways Valua- 
tion Rating Act, 1931. These were in last 
term’s list, but were not reached The High 
Court will be asked to decide whether or not 
the Circuit Judge was right in accepting the 
companies’ method of estimating the capital 
value of the specialised chattels. The third 
asks whether or not a District Justice was 
right in ditmissing a charge of assaulting 
and obstructing a Customs Excise Officer, 
he not being satisfied that the facts found 
by him amounted in law to a contravention 
of the Customs and Excise Revenue Act, 


1881. This, also. was held over from last 
term. 

There are fifty-one Circuit appeals for 
hearing. 


There are twenty-seven jury trials, all being 
actions for damages for personal injuries, or 
for damages under the Fatal Injuries Act. 
The jurv trials will begin on the 27th inst. 
The non-jury actions number five, made up 
of one breach of promise action, one matri- 
monial suit, two breach of contract actions, 
and one ejectment action.

Fawsitt, was called to the Bar about a year 
ago, and practises on the Cork Circuit. 
Another son, Mr. W. Boyle Fawsitt, is a 
solicitor, practising in Dublin. A daughter, 
Miss Cathleen Fawsitt, is a member of the 
Abbey Theatre Company.
